Try, try again 

Millage defeat would spur program cuts

Two Nov. 8 ballot proposals for the Romulus 
Community Schools will determine the fate of 
several student programs scheduled to be eli- 
minated in January. 

School board members have again placed on 
the ballot two millage issues which would help 
abolish a current $1 .4 million operating-budget 
deficit. The ballot proposals have been re- 
jected three times by the voters - in March, 
June and August, 

Officials in the district say that another re- 
jection by voters would mean considerable 
cuts in student programming, including 
shortening the school day from six to five hours 
and the layoff of 31 teachers and four other 
staff members. 

The programming cuts would be effective in 
the second semester of the current school year 
and would save the district $768,500 through 
June. Next school year, the cuts would mean a 
$1.7 million savings for the district. 

“Our biggest problem is in the language of 
the ballot. It reads as a tax increase, but it 
won't change the taxes/' explained Dr. Wil- 
liam Bedell, superintendent of schools. 

The financial answers for the district depend 
on passage of both ballot issues. Bedell said. 
The first proposal asks voters to approve a 4.5- 
mill tax increase for general school operations 
in the 1988-89 school year. The second proposal 
requests a 2-mill tax hike for the 1989-90 and 
1990-91 school years. 

Nevertheless, if the two tax increases are 
approved, school-district residents will not 
actually see au increase in their total tax bill, 
according to Bedell. 

Residents react

Romulus residents filled city 
council chambers Monday 
night, scrutinizing a new tax- 
ing authority and questioning 
the developer who requested it 

The residents attended a 
public hearing on the proposed 
establishment of a land de- 
velopment finance authority to 
replace the now defunct tax in- 
crement finance authority in 
the city. The hearing was 
staged before the city council 
meeting. 

Creation of a LDFA district - 
which was subsequently 
approved by council members 
during their meeting - was re- 
quested by Romulus developer 
Wendell C. Flynn. Flynn hopes 
to construct a series of four in- 
dustrial buildings at Wick 
Road and Middlebelt to house 
office and light industrial 
firms. 

The project, which is to in- 
clude 500,000 square feet of new 
buildings, has been valued by 
city officials at between $8 and 



Two millage rates are levied for taxpayers in 
the school district. The general operation mil- 
lage — currently set at 43.65 mills - is used to 
fund the day-to-day operations of the system, A 
second . debt-retirement millage is also levied - 
currently set at 5.50 mills. Debt-retirement 
funds are collected to repay the borrowed 
monies used to build new schools and fund 
other capital improvements. 

Currently, the district faces a $1.4 million 
general -ope ratio ns fund deficit, while also en-

In the LDFA, a region is 
marked off to participate in the 
plan. Within that region, a pro- 
ject area is designated, Oakes 
said. 

Once the project area has 
been declared, all property 
values within the area are 
frozen. Bonds are then general- 
ly issued, and monies secured 
are used to fund public im- 
provements. 

With public improvements in 
place, new development will 
ideally locate within the area 
and spur increased property 
values. With increased proper- 
ty values, taxes will increase. 
Using the frozen property 
values as a base line, all newly 
generated tax revenues are 
then used to repay the bonds 
issued. 

When all bonds have been re- 
paid, the LDFA is dismantled, 
and the property values are un- 
frozen, Oakes said. 

The concept of a LDFA is 
similar to the TIFA plan used 
extensively by developers in

$10 million. Flynn said, with 
personal property added, the 
development could be someday 
worth $80 or $90 million. 

Flynn submitted a site plan 
for the first of the four build- 
ings in August. Action on the 
plan was tabled by members of 
the city planning commission, 
who expressed concern about 
the need for an access to the 
industrial park from Wick 
Road. 

Such an access does not cur- 
rently exist. 

Consequently, Flynn asked 
city council members to con- 
sider the establishment of the 
LDFA district. LDFA districts, 
created in a 1987 state law, 
allow a municipality to make 
public improvements to an 
area - roads, sewers, lighting, 
land acquisition - in hopes of 
attracting new development 
and jobs. 

The creation of an access 
from Wick Road would be such 
a public improvement, accord- 
ing to Dennis Oakes, Romulus 
economic development 
director. 


History preservers keep hearts

While the collection is already quite 
substantial, Varner said she would like to 
see many more so displays at the museum 
could be changed periodically. 

Many documents have already been 
collected for the museum, but. Varner 
said, member would like to have even 
more diaries, maps, abstracts, books and 
township records. 

Clothing is also sought for the museum. 

“We have mannequins that we will 
dress in the old clothing,” Varner said 

Donations of old jewelry, toys, dolls, 
mugs, buttons and other artifacts are al- 
ways accepted. 

However* Varney said. Society mem- 
ber are only accepting items connected to 
Romulus history, because room is so li- 
mited.

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County wetlands 
report issued 

A report from the 20-member 
county wetlands task force has 
been issued, according to 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara, 

In January, McNamara 
appointed members to the 
group to look at issues related to 
the loss of wetlands in Wayne 
County and the impact of wet- 
lands on industry and recrea- 
tion. 

In the report, task force mem- 
bers were in agreement that the 
current system for wetland pro- 
tection needs to be refined, 
McNamara said. Among 15 
task force recommendations 
was a “wetland land bank ” The 
concept would require that wet- 
lands be developed in advance 
and that, if a developer discov- 
ers an existing wetland, he 
could use the wetland bank as 
mitigation for the existing wet- 
land. 

The report suggested that 
several county-owned lands be 
used in the wetland bank. The 
bank, according to the report, 
should be used only for com- 
mercial and industrial develop- 
ments.

‘Have a heart’ 

Campaign stresses special education

Members of Wayne County Friends of 
Handicapped Kids are asking voters to 
“have heart” in the general election, Nov. 
8 . 

“You've gotta have heart” is the theme 
being used by the group as it promotes an 
upcoming ballot request for special 
education funds. Members of the Wayne 
County Intermediate School District 
Board of Education recently approved 
placing the issue on the ballot for a second 
time. 

The request, narrowly defeated in the 
August primary, would increase the cur- 
rent tax rate of one mill for special educa- 
tion by one additional mill. 

The action is supported by the Wayne 
County Association of School Administra- 
tors and follows extensive examination of 
Act 18 funding for special education prog- 
rams in the county. 

Act 18 funding was approved by Wayne 
County voters in 1974 to assess a county- 
wide one-mill levy to help support prog- 
rams and services for handicapped chil- 
dren in Wayne County, 

The formula was designed to help de- 
fray the added costs of educating hand- 
icapped students not covered by categor- 
ical state aid and student membership 
monies, 

“There has been no special education 
millage increase in Wayne County since 
1974,” said James Greiner, associate su- 
perintendent of WCISD, “and while ser- 
vices to Wayne County students have in- 
creased, levels of state support have been 
reduced.” 


Greiner said local school districts are 
legally required to meet the special 
education needs of students and the spe- 
cial education millage offers major finan- 
cial support to each district. 

“During the 1982-83 school year, it be- 
came clear that the Act 18 revenue was 
inadequate to meet all center program 
added costs,” continued Greiner, “result- 
ing in a shortfall of two percent. This 
shortfall was made up by charging back 
two percent of the center program added 
costs to the resident school districts send- 
ing students to each program.” 

More than 35,000 handicapped students, 
infancy to age 26, benefit from special 
education programs and services in 
Wayne County. Of these, some 6,000 
attend center or regional programs which 
serve the low-incidence handicapped, 
such as the autistic or severely, multiply- 
ing paired. 

The small number of severely hand- 
icapped individuals in a single school dis- 
trict makes it more efficient and cost- 
effective, said Greiner, to educate them 
in multi-district programs. 

Fourteen school districts currently 
serve as operating or host districts for one 
or more center programs. 

Center programs in western Wayne 
County are operated by districts in Garden 
City, Livonia, Northville, Redford Union, 
Romulus and Wayne- Westland. 

Since 1982-83, the charge back to local 
Wayne County school districts has in- 
creased because of increasing shortfalls 
associated with available Act 18 revenue. 

During 1982-83, local district charge- 
backs totaled $519,929. The shortfall for the 
1988-89 school year is projected at $12 mil-

joying a $1.5 million cash sur- 
plus in the debt-retirement 
account. School officials want to 
transfer money from one 
account to the other, but 
approval is necessary from the 
voters. 

Voter approval is needed. 
Bedell said, because the dis- 
trict millage rates would 
actually be changed. If the two 
proposals were approved, the 
general operation millage rate 
would increase 4.5 mills the 
first year - from 43.65 to 48.15- 
and 2 mills the second - from 
43.65 to 45.65. 

Meanwhile, the debt- 
retirement millage rate would 
be reduced 4.5 mills the first 
year - from 5.5 to 1.0 - and 2 
mills the second - 5.5 to 3.5. 

A resolution to allow the re- 
duction in the debt-retirement 
millage rate if the two millage 
issues are accepted was 
approved by school board 
members during their meeting 
Monday night. 


Nevertheless, the complex- 
ity of the financial millage-rate 
footwork has meant the death 
of the ballot proposals in the 
past, Bedell said. This time, 
however, school officials are 
hoping to ride the coattails of 
the presidential election. 

“The advantage we have this 
time is that it is going to be a big 
turnout/ 1 Bedell explained. 

"That's to our advantage be- 
cause people tend to be suppor- 
tive of schools. Those who tend 
to support us, we hope, will be 
voting/* 

The two ballot proposals 
were narrowly defeated in the 
past three elections. The issues 
were rejected by approximate- 
ly 200 votes in March, 80 in June 
and 300 in August. 

To ensure a Nov, 8 victory, 
school officials have enlisted 
the aid of approximately 100 
parents to educate voters on 
the ballot proposals. An open 
house was also staged Tuesday 
night at Halecreek Elementary 
to discuss the issues, and infor- 
mational brochures were sent to 
most residents. 


Although school officials are 
remaining optimistic about 
passage of the two millage 
issues, they are also preparing 
for the worst in terms of the 
district financial picture. If the 
millage issues are defeated, 
school officials have already 
developed a list of student 
programs to be a vr> ^ 

The programming cuts 
would save enough money to 
eliminate the current budget 
deficit after several years. Be- 
dell said. However, the slashed 
programs, most likely, would 
not be restored due to increas- 
ing costs and financial obliga- 
tions of the district. 

One of the most serious rami- 
fications of the cuts, however, 
would be a possible loss of 
accreditation from the North 
Central Accreditation Commit- 
tee, Bedell said. Without accre- 
ditation, Romulus students 
may find it more difficult to be 
accepted into colleges and uni- 
versities after graduation. 

Nevertheless, if the two mil- 
lage issues are approved, prog- 
ramming in the district will 
continue as it is now struc- 
tured, Bedell said

the early 1980s. But, because of 
lawsuits and staunch opposi- 
tion by school districts, state 
lawmakers prohibited the 
creation or expansion of TIFA 
districts after 1986. 

Three TXFA project areas 
are currently in place in 
Romulus. 

School officials and repre- 
sentatives from other taxing 
districts have long opposed 
TIFA plans because they 
freeze all new taxes within a 
district and redirect the funds 
to repay bonds. Thus, the tax- 
ing officials feel, they lose out 
on potential tax dollars. 

In the new LDFA legislation, 
however, state lawmakers 
have limited the scope of the 
plan. Unlike TIFAs* LDFAs 
can be used only for industrial 
projects. In addition, the gov- 
erning board for the LDFA 
must have representation from 
the city, the county board of 
commissioners, the commun- 


ity college and the school dis- 
trict. 

Residents at the Monday 
meeting questioned the impact 
industrial projects spurred by 
the LDFA plan would have on 
their home values. They also 
asked Flynn why he needed the 
LDFA, since he was already 
granted TIFA funding for an 
earlier project. 

Flynn addressed the audi- 
ence, saying his TIFA project 
spurred $4.7 million in new 
property values for the city. 
While commending the citizens 


for their concern, Flynn also 
stressed the need for LDFA 
plans to help attract new de- 
velopments to the city. 

At their council meeting 
which followed the public hear- 
ing, council members unani- 
mously approved the creation 
of the LDFA district. City offi- 
cials now expect Flynn to sub- 
mit further details on his in- 
dustrial project before they de- 
signate the Wick-Middlebelt 
area as a LDFA project area 
and agree to fund public im- 
provements there.

A $24.7 million operating 
budget for the 1988-89 school 
year was approved by mem- 
bers of the Romulus Commun- 
ity Schools Board of Education 
Monday night. 

The budget represents a 4.6- 
percent increase in total re- 
venues and expenditures com- 
pared to the 1987-88 financial 
plan. The new budget was pre- 
pared assuming that two mil- 
lage proposals on the Nov. 8 
ballot will be approved by vo- 
ters, according to Dr. William 
Bedell, superintendent of 
schools. 

If the millage issues are re- 
jected, the budget will be 
amended after the election. Be- 
dell said. School board mem- 
bers have until Nov. 1 to adopt 


the operating budget for the 
school year. 

To fund the budget, school 
officials are relying on almost 
$18 million in local taxes and 
$5.5 million in state aid. That is 
a change from $14.9 million in 
local taxes and $6.2 million in 
state aid last year. 

Most of the district revenues 
remain unchanged or feature a 
small inflationary increase in 
the new budget, Bedell said. 
The exceptions are employee 
health benefits premiums, 
which increased 20 percent 
compared to last year. 

No programs or staffing 
were added or cut in the new 
financial plan, Bedell said.

U.S. Secretary of Trans- 
portation James H Burnley IV 
visited with Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Airport officials and Coun- 
ty Executive Edward McNa- 
mara Monday to discuss air- 
port-expansion plans. 

In a brief press conference 
following a closed-door meet- 
ing, Burnley said he was im- 
pressed with expansion plans 
and said he would convey that 
message to officials in 
Washington, who will dole out 
federal funds for the project. 

U.S. officials are expected to 
announce soon how much 
federal funding will be avail- 
able for construction at Metro. 

“I'm most impressed with 


the unified support behind the 
project,” Burnley said. 

The federal government offi- 
cial said it was impressive to 
see an airport and community 
working together with such un- 
ity. This type of progress, 
Burnley said, will also impress 
those with their hands on the 
purse strings. 

Deputy County Executive 
Michael Duggan said airport 
officials and the county are 
making great strides in nego- 
tiations with Northwest Air- 
lines. Airline officials, with 
corporate headquarters at 
Metro, had made specific re- 
quests for expansion, some of 
which did not meet county 
plans, Duggan said. 

“We let them (Northwest) 
know that expansion had to do 


more than meet Northwest's 
short-term needs,” Duggan 
said. 

He added that these and 
other problems with the air- 
lines are gradually being over- 
come. 

Duggan said County Execu- 
tive McNamara is anxious to 
clean up what the media has 
termed “the Metro mess.” 

To accommodate growth at 
Metro airport, a three-phase 
capital-improvement project 
has been planned. The plan will 
take 10 years to complete and 
will feature a price tag of $450 
million. 

County officials hope to 
share the financial burden of 
the project with the state and 
with local communities, as well 


as with the federal govern- 
ment. 

Expansion at the airport will 
include the addition of a ter- 
minal, two new runways, im- 
proved ground tr asportation 
and a state-of-the-art control 
tower. 

Testing has already been 
done to determine the exact 
position and height of the new 
air-traffic control tower. The 
tower, one of the highest in the 
country, will be built south of 
the existing tower, near the 
middle of airport operations, 

A new runway is set for con- 
struction west of the existing 
runways, running north to 
south. The second runway will 
run east to west and will be lo- 
cated south of existing run- 
ways.

Tyler pupils rewarded 
for positive behavior

It pays to do something nice, 
especially it you're a student at 
'Tyler Elementary School, in 
Belleville. 

The Assertive Discipline 
program, in its fifth year at the 
school, has helped encourage 
good behavior and discipline in 
a majority of the students at 
the school, according to Donald 
Priest, Tyler principal.

This year, an extra incentive 
was added to the program. 
Each classroom, Priest said, 
will have a gold slip drawing at 
the end of each month . The win- 
ner in the drawing will receive 
a $5 gift certificate to Toys-R- 
Us. 

While good behavior is re- 
warded, had behavior also 
earns notices. A student who is 
caught being mean or misbe- 
having receives a pink slip 

At the end of each month, stu- 
dents with less than two pink 
slips are invited to attend the 
monthly school assembly. 

“Our philosophy is that they 
get one warning so they can 
still go to the assembly. I was 
very pleased with the students 
this year. About 90 percent of 
the children were at the assem- 
bly. We are trying to keep it as 
positive as possible," Priest 
said. 

A live wildlife presentation 
dealing with birds highlighted 
the September assembly. 

The concept of the program 
has already been grasped by 
students at Tyler - where it 
really does pay to do something 
nice.

State lawmakers 
recess for vote 

State lawmakers completed a 
two- week session of the state 
Legislature Sept. 29 and ad- 
joumed until Nov 10 - after the 
Nov. 8 general election. 

When the lawmakers return t 
only a few legislative days will 
remain before the session is 
completed for the year. When 
the lawmakers return after the 
Christmas holiday, all matters 
left before the recess will die, 
since a new session begins fresh 
in January. 


New license 
plates debut 

Michigan motorists may soon 
be able to purchase special 
license plates coated entirely 
with a reflective material. The 
new plates are designed to 
make it easier for law- 
enforcement officials to identify 
automobiles. 

Senate Bill 1027 would amend 
the Michigan Vehicle Code to 
allow the Department of State to 
implement a voluntary prog- 
ram to issue the special safety 
license plate. The plate, com- 
pletely coated with a reflective 
material, would be issued to 
each applicant, beginning with 
new registration plates manu- 
factured after the bill became 
law. 

Under the bill, each plate 
would cost $4, and the reflective 
material would have to provide 
an effective and dependable 
performance in the promotion 
of highway safety and vehicle 
identification. 


New law limits 
prisoner labor 

Cities, villages and townships 
often hire jail inmates at mini- 
mum wage to repair roads and 
work on other public-work pro- 
jects. Last year, reports sur- 
faced of some county officials in 
the state improperly using in- 
mate labor in their own for- 
profit personal businesses. 

A new state law imposes new 
fines and penalties on anyone 
who sells, hires, leases, loans or 
contracts for the labor of a pris- 
oner for personal financial gain. 


Ban on Lakes 
diversion eyed 

State lawmakers have voted 
to extend for four years a ban on 
the diversion of Great Lakes 
water to other states. 

The extended ban will allow 
experts to continue an ongoing 
study of the effects of Great 
Lakes water diversion and 
make recommendations to the 
state. The ban also prevents 
Great Lakes water from being 
diverted to alleviate specific cli- 
mate conditions in other areas 
of the country. 


Hospital limits 
are now reformed 

Under the Michigan “certifi- 
cate of need” guidelines, hospit- 
als must receive state approval 
for any significant capital out- 
lay for expansion, which cannot 
duplicate already available ser- 
vices. 

State lawmakers recently 
approved bills that will replace 
the restrictive 10-year-old 
$150,000 CON limit with a more 
flexible system of thresholds for 
different kinds of hospital im- 
provements. 


Court issues 
new guidelines 

Under Michigan law, judges 
have considerable latitude 
when making sentencing deci- 
sions about prison time, sus- 
pended sentences and alterna- 
tive incarcerations. If judges 
improperly consider the race, 
gender or economic back- 
ground of the convicted person, 
however, sentences can vary 
greatly for identical crimes 
committed under similar cir- 
cumstances 

To eliminate the inequities, 
state judges now refer to new 
guidelines issued by the state 
Supreme Court that recom- 
mend appropriate sentences for 
offenses such as assault, theft, 
criminal sexual conduct, drug- 
related crimes, homicide, prop- 
erty destruction and weapons 
offenses. 


Crime legislation to 
save in the long run

A formidable series of state 
bills known as the Perry Bul- 
lard crime package may cost 
taxpayers in the beginning, but 
may save them money in the 
long run. 

In 1988, a long-awaited pack- 
age of bills under the primary- 
sponsorship of Rep. Perry Bul- 
lard, D-Ann Arbor, was signed 
into Michigan law addressing 
anti-drug, crime and juvenile 
justice legislation. Members of 
the Michigan Tax Information 
Council say the legislation will 
cost taxpayers an additional 
$265 million through 1991. 

Pete Wilson, director of the 
juvenile court youth home for 
Wayne County, said the new 
legislation may actually save 
money and speed up the state 
judicial system. 

Wilson cited one bill in the 
package which will give the 
county prosecutor an option to 
take certain juvenile court 
cases immediately to the adult 
court, bypassing the juvenile 
court level. 

The new £J waiver law” ap- 
plies to juvenile suspects 
charged with major crimes 
such as murder, rape, certain 
drug-related crimes, various 
types of aggravated assault 
and armed robbery. 

“The old way, the juvenile 
court could take four to six 
months to waive a kid to the 
adult system/* Wilson said. “It 
takes 90 to 120 days to process 
in the adult system. Under the 
new waiver law, kids will be 
processed in four months - I 
think it will result in speedier 
justice.** 

Although Wilson believes 
prosecutors will choose to 
bypass the juvenile court only 
for the most serious cases, the 
new law will help to expedite 
the legal process. 


s ‘Some cases take so long, the 
kids can't recognize how they 
can be held accountable for 
their behavior/* Wilson said. 

Another law, enacted as part 
of the Bullard package, will 
allow juvenile offenders to re- 
main state supervised until 
they reach the age of 21. 

Previously, juvenile offen- 
ders were released from the 
custody of the state at the age 
of 19. 

Although some state officials 
recognize that this may mean 
longer prison stays for some 
juveniles, they say it*s worth it. 

“The people in this commun- 
ity are very concerned about 
youth crime/* Wilson said, 

* 1 This law provides the 
mechanism for another two 
years of supervision.** 

“We were aware there were 
cost implications/* said Louise 
Alderson, legislative director 
for Sen. Rudy Nichols, R- 
Waterford, a member of the ad 
hoc committee studying the 
crime bill package. “We in- 
vited the Department of Man- 
agement and Budget to sit in on 
the meetings. They came in at 
the very end. We delayed a por- 
tion of the package to give them 
a longer period for imple- 
mentation. ” 

Alderson said the impact of 
the Bullard package on rising 
prison costs was a “drop in the 
bucket” compared to the issue 
of inadequacies within the judi- 
cial system and sentencing 
guidelines. 

The changes mandated by 
the 80-bill package will in- 
crease correctional system 
costs by an estimated $265 mil- 
lion through 1991, according to 
Mary Kay Scullion, senior re- 
search analyst for the Michi- 
gan House Democratic staff, 
with $125 million earmarked 
for juvenile offenders only.

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Bill eyes 

low-income 

housing

A new package of bills in the 
Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives promises more 
affordable housing for low- 
income residents. 

The core of the bill package is 
the proposed Michigan Hous- 
ing Policy Commission, which 
would evaluate the availability 
of affordable housing for low- 
income individuals and fami- 
lies, persons with handicaps 
and other special need groups. 

"What we’re talking about 
would require the establish- 
ment of a board within the de- 
partment of commerce,” said 
a spokesperson for Charles 
Harrison, Jr.. D-Pontiac, spon- 
sor of one bill. “This board 
would administer programs 
through a needs assessment. 
They w r ould be responsible for 
administration of grant monies 
and services.** 

Following the evaluation, 
specific government action 
would be recommended to in- 
crease housing availability for 
these groups. 

Proponents of the eight bills, 
HB 5886 through HB 6898, say 
the legislation will promote 
cooperative efforts to preserve 
housing opportunities that cur- 
rently exist and to open the 
housing market to people w r ho 
are currently excluded. 

"On the surface, just like 
with the Senate bills, we ‘re en- 
couraged ' said Dennis Sykes, 
director of special projects for 
the Michigan Department of 
Social Services. "Even if they 
are going at it from different 
directions, they're in the field. 
The concepts are real en- 
couraging.” 

Sykes said the DSSis keeping 
an eye on the bills from the 
standpoint of its clients. He 
said there is a "real need’ for 
housing for approximately 1 
million people in Michigan. 

The Department of Social 
Services currently pays the 
shelter allowance for approx- 
imately 260,000 families, each 
family averaging 3.5 people.

A $14,750 grant was awarded 
l to the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District for 
a pilot program of Chinese folk 
art which will be conducted for 
approximately 120 students in 
the Plymouth-Canton, Taylor 
and Detroit school districts. 
The William D. Ford Vocation- 
al Education Center received a 
$15,000 grant to fund the second 
year of its film/ video program. 

The WCISD grant will bring 
three native Chinese teachers 
into the classrooms in a pilot 
program to instruct pupils in va- 
rious types of folk art, such as 
paper folding, according to 
Wayne Ruchgy of the WCISD, 
Richgy said he sessions will 
teach the pupils to work in va- 
rious art media and also will use 
art as a tool for teaching scien- 
ce, math and social studies. 

When questioned about the 
lack of grants awarded to west- 
ern Wayne County communi- 
ties, Ruchgy speculated that,

15-member group will conduct 
a study and bid specifications 
for the link. 

“This is a project that would 
be privately funded,” said 
State Representative James 
Kosteva. D-Canton. “Private 
industry is interested in a high- 
speed link between Detroit and 
Chicago, and our goal is to 
oversee the project and make 
recommendations and im- 
provements.” 

Kosteva, chairman of the 
high-speed link committee, 
said informal studies have 
been conducted on the possibil- 


ity of a Detroit-Chicago link. 

"Based on a study we have 
done, the speed of the train 
would be approximately 125 
mph,” he said. “Many loca- 
tions would use existing track 
which w r ould have to be up- 
graded to make high-speed 


travel safe.” 

Considering the low fares 
being offered by airline com- 
panies, is there a need for a 
high-speed link between De- 
troit and Chicago? 

“That's a good question,” 
Kosteva said. “But private in- 


dustry believes they can com- 
pete with the airlines in both 
price and time. 

“It's important to remember 
that this will also service peo- 
ple in places such as Kalama- 
zoo, Jackson, South Bend and 
Gary. So it would not be com- 
peting directly with the air- 
lines.” 

Kosteva is interested in the 
project because the train would 
travel through the district he 
represents. 

“Any rail line would have to 
go through this district 
whether it used the Amtrack 


line that goes through Wayne 
or built another line,” he said. 

The only high-speed link that 
exists in this country is be- 
tween Baltimore and Washing- 
ton D,C. However, that train 
does not exceed 100 mph. 

The high-speed rail links are 
common in both Europe and 
Japan with trains exceeding 
200 mph. 

Michigan representatives 
are still waiting for both Indi- 
ana and Illinois lawmakers to 
approve legislation.

State and county officials 
have labeled state environ- 
mental proposals C and D as 
two of the most comprehensive 
and crucial bond issues in the 
history of the state of 
Michigan, 

Although no visible opposi- 
tion has surfaced against the 
proposals* 1 voter ignorance” 
could sound the knell for the 
bonds, according to local offi- 
cials. 

Proposals C and D will 
appear on the Nov, 8 general- 
election ballot , asking voters to 
approve the sale of $800 million 
in bonds. The money generated 
will be used to clean up en- 
vironmental contamination, 
address solid waste disposal 
problems* restore the state 
park system, assist in local re- 
creation projects and establish 


■ ‘Obviously * these two bond 
issues arc crucial to the quality 
of life for the residents of the 
state of Michigan,” said Milton 
Mack (D Wayne), a Wayne 
County commissioner, whose 
district includes Belleville, 
Romulus, Huron, Sumpter, 
Wayne, Van Buren and Canton 
townships. 

Housed within Mack's dis- 
trict are at least five landfills. 

“We are running out of land- 
fill space,” Mack has repeated- 
ly warned. “Only voter ignor- 
ance is our enemy on Nov, 8. If 
they, the voters, understand 
the issue, these two bond issues 
will be approved overwhel- 
mingly*” 

David F. Hales, director of 
the state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources, concurred. 

‘’The quality of life bond 


issue provides Michigan voters 
with a one e-in-a- lifetime oppor- 
tunity to correct past environ- 
mental mistakes. In addition, it 
allows us to lay a firm founda- 
tion for a safe and secure en- 
vironmental future." 

If approved, $860 million of 
the $800 million will be used for 
environmental programs, in- 
cluding between $425 and $450 
million targeted to clean up 
1,778 toxic waste sites. 

State and local parks would 
be the recipients of the $140 mil- 
lion which would be divided 
evenly to upgrade them* 

To see that the bond issue is 
approved, members of the 
Public Interest Research 
Group in Michigan have laun- 
ched a campaign drive. PIR- 
GIM representatives will be 
traveling to the worst toxic 
sites until election day to stress 
the importance of the passage 
of the bond issues. 


Taxes are issue in abortion vote

Proposal A on the November 
ballot is being promoted not as 
an abortion issue but as a tax 
issue by supporters.

commercial say that they will 
vote "yes” because they don't 
think taxpayers should foot the 
bill for abortions. 

Local Democrats have said, 
if the proposal passes, poor 
people will once again have to 
return to the days of back-alley 
abortions. 

While opponents are relying 
on a “no” vote without much 
coaxing of the voting public, 
those who favor the proposal 


Rouge Rescue members also 
are campaigning for the cause. 
The $800 million would be a 
catalyst to help boost the 
Rouge cleanup. 

Before leaving office in June, 
former DNR Director Gordon 
Guyer said the bonds are the 
keys to the future of the state of 
Michigan. 

"The bonds will get us in- 
volved in addressing the worst 
sites and developing an aggres- 
sive solid-waste program in 
prevention, where we can 
spend the money now and har- 
vesl the benefits later, rather 
than pay a much higher price 
later to rectify the situation,” 
Guyer said. 

Nevertheless, the former 
state official was aware of the 
uphill battle in securing voter 
approval, 

“ We're going to have to work 
hard to sell it (the bond issue),” 
Guyer said.

It may have looked like a 
real-life disaster, but, 
actually, it was only a drill. 

About 300 people were in- 
volved in a mock bus-train- 
truck accident to test the 
emergency preparedness of 
area communities. 

The drill took place Tues- 
day morning in Wayne. Stu- 
dents from Franklin Junior 
High School, in Wayne, were 
made to appear as accident 
victims, using makeup, and 
were taken to area hospitals 
for treatment, 

A hazardous chemical 
spill was also part of the 
mock accident. 

Officials organizing the 
event said such an accident 
is unlikely, but it helped to 
test all aspects of safety and 


emergency treatment. 

Two firefighters were 
selected from each area fire 
department to participate. 
Police officers were also 
selected to participate. 

The safety officials knew 
they would be taking part in 
the drill, but they were not 
told the specifics of the mock 
disaster before the event. 

Cities involved in the drill 
included Westland, Wayne, 
Romulus, Inkster, Garden 
City, Dearborn and Redford. 

Hospitals treating “vic- 
tims" of the accident in- 
cluded Annapolis, Botsford,

Cider season 

Area mills are now open 
with tasty apple treats

High temperatures during 
the mid-summer had a two-fold 
effect on fall crops - apples will 
be sweeter, but pumpkins will 
be scarce. 

The sw T eeter apple crop is 
good news to the thousands of 
area residents who make an 
annual autumn pilgrimage to 
one or more of the hundreds of 
cider mills and apple farms in 
Michigan 

Among the frequent stops for 
western Wayne County resi- 
dents are Davies Orchard and 
Cider Mill, 20026 Willow Road, 
New Boston; W i a r d ’ s 
Orchards, 5565 Merrit Road, 
Ypsilanti, and Apple Charlie's 
South Huron Orchards, 38035 
South Huron River Drive, New 
Boston, 

State orchards are expected 
to yield 700 million pounds of 
apples this year - McIntosh, 
Cortland, Jonathan, Empire, 
Delicious, Ida-Red, Steel Red 
and Northern Spy. The price 
per gallon of cider ranges from 
$1.40 to $4, with an average of 
$2.52 per gallon, according to a 
survey by AAA Michigan. In 
addition, the survey found the 
price of doughnuts - a tradi- 
tional accompaniment to fresh 
apple cider - at $1.90 to $3,50 
per dozen. 

Visitors should call the cider 
mill or apple farm they plan to 
tour for hours and schedules of 
activities. 

Area residents who are seek- 
ing a pumpkin for pies or a 
Halloween display will find 
that “pumpkins are like gold 
this year," according to Linda 
LeBlanc of The Pumpkin Fac- 
tory, 16421 Elwell, Belleville, 

She predicted that prices for 
the scarce crop will be “be- 
tween 12 and 15 cents per pound, 
and, perhaps, as high as 20 
cents." 

‘The hot weather burned the 
flowers off the vines this sum- 
mer, and has created a big 
shortage/' LeBlanc said.

Hearts and garbage 
must weigh heavily 

It is rare that we couple hearts and education with solid 
waste and the environment. But, as a voter, you need to do 
just that next month, and you need to consider both impor- 
tant projects that deserve your support. 

We speak, of course, of the ballot proposals which will 
appear on the Tuesday, Nov. 8 general election ballot. We 
speak of three proposals in particular, three proposals which 
will stand out among many others as clearly demanding 
your support. 

The first proposal is a request by the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District to increase a tax levy for special 
education programs by 1 mill. Wayne County voters, in 1974, 
agreed to support a stepped-up program for the handicap- 
ped. Now, we feel, it is only logical that these same voters 
come to the rescue of what is now a financially plagued 
program. 

Currently, county residents are levied 1 mill to support 
special education programs in the area, Those monies have 
been used since 1974 to provide tailored educational prog- 
ramming to more than 35,000 identified handicapped stu- 
dents in Wayne County. 

No cost increases for the program were passed on to the 
taxpayers since the 1974 vote, although, beginning in the 
1982-83 school year, revenue from taxes fell 2 percent short of 
budget needs. 

During each subsequent year, this budget deficit has in- 
creased and resulted in “chargebacks" to all Wayne County 
school districts sending students to the program. In the 1987- 
88 school year, a more than $9 million budget deficit was 
projected - a deficit too large to charge back to participating 
school districts. 

Now, it is time for the same voters who laid the corner- 
stone of the exemplary special education programming in 
Wayne County to provide the funding for continuation of the 
program. Wayne County voters, apparently, failed to under- 
stand the purpose of this millage request when they rejected 
it during the Aug. 2 primary election. 

The Nov. 8 election must change that image and show that 
Wayne County voters are willing to support the projects they 
begin. A “yes" vote on the special education millage will do 
just that. 

IN TWO OTHER ballot issues, the support of area voters is 
also necessary to ensure a clean environment and a solution 
to the solid-waste woes we all face. We speak, of course, of 
proposals C and D, which, if approved, would allow state 
officials to issue $800 million in bonds for environmental 
cleanup and recreation-system improvements. 

The state-issued bonds would be used to address the worst 
environmentally contaminated sites and help fund the estab- 
lishment of an aggressive solid-waste program. Local voters 
will notice no special milla ge levy on their tax bill if the bonds 
are sold, since the loan will be repaid by the state treasury. 

Thus, a “yes” vote on Proposals C and D is a vote to clean 
up our act in Michigan as far as the environment and our 
parks are concerned. Such a vote is only a matter of good 
common sense for us all. 

Schools need support 

While we are standing on our ballot-proposal soapbox, we 
also urge Romulus voters to support two school-related prop- 
osals that will determine the fate of a quality school system. 

School officials have placed on the Nov, 8 ballot - for a 
fourth time - two millage proposals that, if approved, would 
eliminate a $1.4 million operating budget deficit. And, 
although the issues are labeled as tax increases on the ballot, 
they actually would cost the taxpayer no more and no less 
because school officials have promised to reduce the district 
debt-retirement millage in exact proportion to the general- 
operating millage increase. 

The net result is no tax increase for residents but financial 
salvation for several school programs. 

If the two proposals are not approved, however, school 
officials have vowed to slash several student programs, in- 
cluding all athletics, a reduction of the school day from six to 
five hours and elimination of new textbooks, field trips and 
arts and music programs for elementary students. 

Romulus schools voters need to think in the long run. They 
need to support both millage proposals on the Nov. 8 ballot. 
The future of quality education in the Romulus Community 
Schools is at stake, as is the future of each student enrolled in 
the district. 

Voter support is imperative.

Nickels* approach to the 
food business is like his game 
-quick, decisive, forceful. He 
sweeps captured pieces off 
the board, slamming them 
down on the table with vigor. 

Nickels and Daronco oper- 
ate several food establish- 
ments in the area -the Wheat 
& Rye Lounge in Romulus, 
the Wheat & Rye in Allen 
Park, the Allen Park Bar, a 
Pizza USA in Romulus and a 
Pizza USA in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. 

"We've been in the busi- 
ness over at the airport three 
and one-half years,’ 1 said 
Nickels, "in Allen Park the 
last 10 years. When that big 
Concorde came in we had the 
flight crew and stewardesses 
come in. He (the pilot) was 
telling me they have the 
second highest-paying job in 
Europe.”

"They're dealing in mass 
advertising,” Nickels said. 
"That takes all kinds of 
money. Our philosophy is to 
get into the neighborhoods, 
sponsor softball teams, buy 
advertising through the local 
newspapers. 

"We believe there's a void 
in the market right now,” 
continued Nickels* "Ever 
tasted a Domino's pizza? We 


know we can give the public a 
better pie,” 

"We're faster, cheaper and 
better quality,” said Daron- 
co. “We can do a better job 
than they can." 

Within eight to nine 
months, Nickels and Daron- 
co hope to open three more 
Pizza USA outlets in Taylor, 
Melvindale and Southgate.

Vocation training funds 
are discussed at forum

Approximately 60 educators 
and administrators gathered 
last week for a brainstorming 
forum. The topic was the Carl 
D. Perkins Education Act. 

The William D Ford Voca- 
tional Center was one of five 
sites selected throughout the 
country to host such a forum. 
The meeting was sponsored by 
American Association of 
School Administrators. 

"The A ASA wants to know 
what the issues are/' said 
Bruce Hunter, director of the 
Association. 

The Perkins Act expires in 
1990, and legislators are begin- 
ning to gather information, be- 
fore rewriting the act. Admi- 
nistrators were asked to pro- 
vide input into the reauthoriza- 
tion of the legislation. 

Enacted in 1984, the Perkins 
Act provides about $900 million 
annually to vocational educa- 
tion. The act targets six dis- 
advantaged groups, including 
single parents, displaced 
homemakers, those on federal 


assistance, the unemployed 
and criminal offenders. 

"Reauthorization of the Per- 
kins Act is a necessity for the 
1990s,” said Mary Blackmon, a 
representative of the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District and a member of the 
Detroit Board of Education. 

Edward Ferguson, principal 
at the William D. Ford center, 
said the day-long session was a 
success. Those in attendance 
discussed crucial issues, and 
those concerns will be for- 
warded on to Congressman 
William D. Ford (D-Tayior), 
who will be chairing the 
reauthorization committee, 
Ferguson said. 

"We think our input will be 
beneficial to the federal legis- 
lators/' Ferguson said. "We 
know Congressman Ford has 
our best interest at heart," 

Issues discussed at the meet- 
ings included monies for spe- 
cial populations versus monies 
available for the general 
population, secondary versus 
post-secondary vocational 
education, state and local au- 
thority and links with prog- 
rams in the private sector.

Difficult to plan, 
worth the trouble

e dread them and look for- 
ward to them at the same 
time. Class reunions hap- 
pen only once every five 
years - or 10, 20 or 25, 

But, when they do roll 
around, our lives go "topsy 
turvy."

Siano offers one important piece of 
advice to anyone interested in planning a 
class reunion. 

"Start early and save everything," she 
said. 

The "save everything” motto is impor- 
tant when it is time to track down all of 
the classmates. 

Virginia Wagner, of the Belleville High 
School Class of 1952, said her telephone 
bill started to look like the national debt 
when she was planning a reunion. Wag- 
ner used a list of addresses from a pre- 
vious class reunion to launch the effort. 

She faced many brick walls, however, 
and began tracking people down through 
newspaper announcements and through 
friends and relatives, 

"I must have spent a whole day dialing 
(information),” she said. 

Sue Paddock, of the John Glenn High 
School Class of 1983, didn't have quite so 
far to look for her classmates. She 
obtained a list of graduates from school 
officials and was able to track down 
classmates easily. 

Tracking down people is something at 
which Siano has become quite an expert. 

When planning the 10th reunion of the 
Wayne Memorial class, Siano had no out- 
side job. Thus, time devoted to the reun- 
ion was not a problem. 

She was also very lucky to find a direc- 
tory that was published while she was in 
high school.

Reunions provide a opportunity 
to “touch base with the past/ 1 
according to Roger Daliwig, 
director of Her Place/His Place 
Counselling Center. 

u lV& a chance to keep in contact 
with people that you have neg- 
lected to keep in touch with over 
the years - for whatever 
reasons,” Daliwig said. "It is a 
part of life that has been lost and 
the reunion gives people the 
opportunity to attempt to recover 
those lost friends and lost 
memories," 

The fact that people tend to lose 
touch with their close friends 
from high school and college is a 
sad commentary on our life style, 
Daliwig said. People tend to move 
on - both physically and socially - 
and continually make new friends 


Reunions can help turn back time 
of the psychological-human clock 


and acquaintances along the way 
as they lose contact with former 
friends. 

Curiosity is a prime motivation 
for people to attend a class reun- 
ion, accoring to Daliwig. 

“We have a curiosity about 
what has happened to those we 
went to school with. We want to 
know how we compare with 
others who came from a similar 
background, and we want to know 
how our aecon oltsh meats mea- 
sure up to the accomplishments of 
others," the psychologist said, 

A successful businessman may 
attend a reunion to see whether 
ther are others who are more 
prosperous than he, or whether 
they have more prestigious titles 
and more company “perks. “ 
Others may want to match their 
social life, success in marriage, 
academic honors or physical con- 
dition with others from their 


class. 

“It is also a part of life that is 
lost, and we wonder if we can re- 
cover it - if it was a happy time," 
Daliwig said. “I don't know how 
many people who were unhappy 
or unsuccessful in school want to 
attend a reunion, but time does 
tend to dim some of the un- 
pleasant memories. 

"Of course, there is an element 
of nostalgia that turns our atten* 
tion to our high school or college 
days,” he said 

“Reunions seem to be more 
popular in stable communities 
where people usually remain in or 
around their former school areas. 
They seem to be more of a sub- 
urban phenomenon than an urban 
one," Daliwig said. “Also, the fre- 
quency of reunions keeps the 
attention of the former students 
on them and probably enhances 
their interest in (them)."

“The drought took a toll on all 
vegetables, but the squash can 
survive with a minimal amount 
of water, ** she said. “If they 
could survive this summer, they 
can survive anything. ” 

Squash are planted in spring 
and harvested in fall. In order to 
find the perfect squash, Sudden- 
dorf recommends picking a zuc- 
chini that is about 7 inches long, 
to ensure that it will be ripe but 
that the seeds inside will not be 
too big* 

When picking acorn squash, 
one should look for dark-green 
coloring, with a touch of orange 
on one side. When picking but- 
ternut squash, look for the 
deepest coloring of beige avail- 
able, Suddendorf said. 

She also recommends that 
squash not be frozen, as it tends 
to become soggy. 

“There really isn’t any need 
to freeze it because it lasts quite 
a long time,” she said. 

And the best thing about cook- 
ing with squash, Suddendorf 
said, is that the vegetables can 
take on any taste or consisten- 
cy, depending on how they are 
prepared. 

The ioilowing recipes are just 
a few of the ways to serve up the 
incredible, edible squash, in- 
cluding one of Sandy Sudden- 
dorrs best. 


1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 cup nuts 


Beat eggs until foamy. Add oil, 
sugar and vanilla. Add zucchini, 
flour and nuts. Pour into two 
greased bread baking pans and 
bake for 1 hour at 350 degrees.

’Tis the season for the incredi- 
ble, edible squash. 

Who would have thought that 
such an odd-looking vegetable 
could be the main ingredient for 
so many delicious recipes? 

Only those cooks whose im- 
agination can take them past 
the odd colors, shapes and sizes 
of the squash have dared to use 
them in their own recipes* 

But, alas, the squash is not 
only nutritious and easy to cook, 
it is one of the most delicious 
vegetables harvested during 
the cool fall months. But do not 
be fooled, there is not just one 
type of generic squash. There 
are many different types, and 
all fulfill a specific purpose or 
taste. 

The cooks who work with 
squash are often pleasantly sur- 
prised by the versatility and 
good taste of it. 

There are also those who 
knew right from the start what a 
great cooking find squash can 
be. 

One of these cooks is Sandy 
Suddendorf, of Canton 
Township, who not only grows 
her own squash but uses it in a 
variety of different recipes to 
enhance the taste of the entire 
dinner. 

“I like working with squash 
because it is versatile and be- 
cause it has a flavor all its own,” 
Suddendorf said. 

As a grower of the vegetable, 
Suddendorf said squash is as re- 
silient during growth as it is dur-

FIGHTING 

CHILDHOOD FEVERS 

By Guthikomln N. Rao, M .D. 

I;iU l an informal survey in any 
pediatrician's office and you'll probably 
find that a large share of the children 
coming in to see ihc doctor are children 
who have a fever. 

A fever is the elevation of body 
temperature above the normal. Fevers 
have been recognised by physicians as a 
sign of disease for centuries and have, 
no doubt, worried uncountable parcnls 
for all that lime, tool 

WHAT’S NORMAL? WHAT’S TOO 

HIGH? 

Normal body temperature is 98.6° 
Farenheii (oral). In children under 5, 
temperatures arc usually taken under 
the arm where they are 1 0 lower than 
oral temperatures. 

All the temperatures listed here are 
underarm readings. Note that normal 
body temperature may be slightly higher, 
if measured in the evening, 

■ Fever — over 100 

* High fever — 104 0 or over 

The majority of children with high 
fevers arc usually only fighting ofF a 
virus. (You know how common that can 
be, especially now that children are back 
in school, "sharing" more germs with 
each other.) 

how should t handle: 

CHILDHOOD FEVERS? 

* Keep the child’s clothing light or 
minimal, 

■ Encourage the child to take extra 
fluids.

To reduce a child's fever: 

• JQG° or more — Administer 
medication containing acetaminophen 
as the active ingredient (such as 
lyienol* Tcmpra 1 , PanadoF , or 
Uquiprin*), 

• 1 04 or more — Sponge the child with 
lukewarm water, (DO NOT use rubbing 
alcohol, which can be absorbed through 
the skin and cause alcohol poisoning.) 

Parents should consult a pediatrician 
as soon as possible when: 

• Any child under 1 months old has a 
fever. 

• Any older child has a fever for more 
than 24 hours, 

• Any child with a fever has additional 
symptoms like a stiff neck, difficulty 
breathing, painful urination, delirium, 
irritability, or no appetite 

• A child’s fever has come down but the 
child still isn't feeling and acting like ne 
or she does when well 


WHAT EFFECTS DO FEVERS 
HAVE? 

Loss of body fluid is common 
because a child's perspiration increases. 
Also, seizures can occur if body 
temperature rises rapidly. Seizures 
associated with fevers are most common 
in children between 6 months and 6 
years old, but children who suffer them 
enjoy normal health without any 
physical or menial impairment later in 
life. In other words, fever rarely causes 
any permanent harm. Isn’t that good 
news for children and worried parents?
